All the lilic» will 
grow well in the house, the tongijloriim be- 
ing the tirst to flower, the attrutum next, and 
the Ittncifolhtm sorts last. The JJicentra, or 
Bleeding Heart, is so excellent for winter 
blooming and keeps so long in flower that it 
is a great favorite with us, and we give an 
engraving of a plant grown in our rooms 
last winter. I think it will please eveiy 
one. The ivy nud Madeira vine are rim r 
climbers, ami fmuish abundance of delicate, 


i foliage. 
Many plants hi the garden that 


' h n v e not become exhausted by over-rlower- 


I ing, may be taken up and potted before hard 


j frosts, and in this way n collection eau be 
! secured at •verv little cost or labor. 
The 


i Stock, Tropa-oluui, VManthus. Ageratnm, 


Colwa scandens, are desirable for this pur- 


' pose. 


"Few plants can endure the high tempera- 


ture and dry atmosphere of most of our 


, living roomsl The temperature should not 
' be allowed to go above sixty-rive in the day 


time, aud oot above forty iu the night. As 


much air and light as possible should be 
given, while the leaves ahould be sprinkled 
every morning. A spare room, or parlor, or 
extra bed-room, is better for plants than .t 
living room. A bay window connected with 
a warm room, especially* if faciu"1 south or 
east, makes an excellent place tor keeping 
plants in -winter. It should have glass doors 
on the inside, which can be closed a part of 
the time, especially when sweeping and 
dusting. The main thing in keeping house 
plants iu health is to secure an even tem- 
perature, a moist atmosphere, and freedom 
rrom duat. 
Sprinkle 
the 
leaves occa- 


sionally, and when water ia needed use it 
freely. 
If the green-fly, or aphis, appears. 


wash with soap-suds frequently, and occa- 
sionally with a little tobacco water, or a de- 
coction of quassia ships. If the red spider 
comes, it shows the plants are in too dry an 
atmosphere. 
Burn a little sulphur under 


the plants, the fufics of which will kill the 
spider, and afterword keep the stems and 
leaves well moistened. 
Occasionally, but 


not often, worms appear in the pots. This 
can be avoided iu a great measure by care- 
ful potting. A little weak lime water is 
sometimes of beneht in such cases, also five 
drops of liquid ammonia to a gallon of 
water, though, perhaps, the better way is to 
re-pot, removing the earth carefully, so as 
not to injure the growth of the plant. 


While a good many plants can be obtain- 


ed froui the garden for potting for winter 
flowers, the Bulbs must be the main reliance, 
aud are unrivalled for house culture during 
the winter months. 
As nearly all can be 


grown in so many ways — in pots, or baskets 
of sand and moss, or in vessels of water — 
they arc almost an endless source of interest 
and amusement in every stage of growth. 
With a little moss from the woods or 
swamps, a few quarts of sand, some pots, 
or & shallow box or two, and a lew dozen 
Crocusue, Earty Tulips. Hyacinths and Nar- 
cisses, any one is prepared for a pleasant lit- 
tle vv inter garden. Ot course, a few Hyacinth 
Glasses are desirable, 
but 
not essen- 


tial. 
Very pretty boxea can be made with 


a little taste and patience, and some sticks 
and bark from the woods. For early flowers 
in the garden we are also almost entirely 
dependent upon 
the Hardy or Holland 


Bulbs, as they are usually called, because 
imported from Holland, where they are 
grown extensively, and thrive better than 
m any- other country. 
They are nearly the. 


only ormuueiit of the garden in very enrly 
spring. 
Commencing vvitb the little snow 


drop, in this section in March or early April, 
followed by the crocus, hyacinth aud tulip, 
they made "a most interesting succession 
during the mouths of April and May, when 
but for them the garden would f>e bare 
enough."
